WASHINGTON, March 15—A 
$1,427,000 Bfitish-French loan to 
expand American powder-manu- 
facturing facilities showed yester- 
day that the Allies are looking to 
the United States for heavy sup- 
Plies of explosives. 

Authoritative sources reported 
the Allied purchasing missions have 
indicated the intention of expending 
well beyond $100,000,000 in the 
United States for powder and shells 
and expanded plants to produce 
these munitions. 


ONLY INITIAL MOVE 

The $1,427,000 loan was made to 
the Atlas Powder Company, Wil- 
mington, Del., to finance construc- 
tion of plants to turn out TNT 
high explosive used in shells.

ANOTHER NAZI

LONDON, March 15.—The Ger- 
man steamship La Coruna, 7,414 
tons, was scuttled at sea on Wed- 
nesday when intercepted by a Bri- 
tish warship, it was announced 
officially today. 

The warship picked up 60 mem- 
bers of the German crew after the 
ship was set afire. The warship 
later finished off the vessel with 
gunfire to prevent it becoming a 
menace to navigation.

Scandinavians 
To Co-Ordinate 
Gun Calibres 


British United Press 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, 
March 15.—It was forecast to- 
day that Sweden, Norway and 
Finland would co-ordinate 
their gun calibres, munitions 
and equipment under their 
proposed defensive alliance, so 
that all their weapons would 
be interchangeable for mutual 
defence. 

Under a common standard 
agreement, any arms factory 
could produce weapons for any 
of the three armies, and any 
repair shop could recondition 
arms or equipment. Thus, if 
one production area were af- 
fected by war, production for 
all three armies could be con- 
tinued at all other factories. 

The importance of standardi- 
zation was shown by the fact 
that up to the present Finnish 
guns are of Russian calibres. 
This was an advantage in the 
early days of the Russo-Fin- 
nish war, when the Finns were 
capturing large quantities of 
war materials. But when the 
tide turned and Sweden's aid 
was needed, Sweden had to 
send rifles, artillery and anti- 
aircraft guns s!ong with any 
ammunition it gave the Finns. 
The Finns needed the muni- 
tions more than they did the 
weapons,

Mackenzie King 
Says Opposition 
Needed in House 


By Canadian Press Staff Writer 
TORONTO, March 15.—A combination of all the 
parties to form a national government such as proposed 
by the Conservative leader, Hon. R. J. Manion, would mean 
ahandonment of opposition and “we would find ourselves 
with a class war as well as national war,” Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King declared here last night. 

“I would be the last one to say we should not bring in 
as advisers those able to assist us with their expert knowl- 
edge and advice, but that is a different thing to bring into the 
cabinet men with opposing views,”’ the Prime Minister said.

Always in Action

Should that be the outcome of the war, 
there will be just one party in Canada— 
the Hitler party; the rest of us will be in 
internment camps, or will have to hide our 
political views under a spy-proof pretence 
of acquiescence with Naziism. What any- 
body not a Nazi happened to think about 
anything would then make no difference, 
except to land him behind barbed wire if 
he expressed his opinions. 

The one and only effective way to pre- 
serve our rights, liberties and freedom at 
this unfortunate juncture is to win the 
war and thus keep for ourselves the pr 
lege of making our own laws and institu- 
tions. When Mr. Woodsworth relegates 
the war to secondary place he almost says 
our rights, liberties and freedom are not 
worth trying to preserve.

The end of the Finnish war is thus 


something of more than sympathetic con- 
cern to the countries which are fighting 


Germany, Canada included. It reduces in 
some measure the value of the Allied 
blockade of German ports. Oil, wheat, 


timber, metals, and such other war needs 
as Russia is able to supply can now be 
drawn upon by the Reich, up to the limits 
of the surpluses available and the capacity 
of the Russian transportation systems. 

If the Nazis intend to launch a spring 
offensive, as they have been supposed to 
intend, this freeing of Russian supplies to 
them is a matter of first-rate importance. 
The likelihood of the offensive must be as- 
sumed to be increased by the timely end 
of the drain to the Finnish front. 


In Canada and every other Allied coun- 
try preparations to meet an offensive both 
bitter and sustained must be pushed ahead 
as energetically as possible. The output 
of munitions must be speeded up, and men 
recruited and put in training as rapidly as 
they can be equipped. There must be no 
interruption of the programs agreed upon, 
for political or any other reason. 

Should the expected spring offensive 
come it will not end with spring. It will 
continue indefinitely. The Allies have 
prepared to meet the first shock. What is 
required now is to build up reserves of 
munitions and trained men to be sent for- 
ward as required and as long as may be 
required.

The Radio Censorship 


By GRANT DEXTER 


Since Dr. Manion began his campaign he has 
discovered that the Defence of Canada regula- 
tions, particularly the radio censorship, are a 
menace to the liberties of the people. 

At Toronto on March 2 (Globe and Mail), he 
said: “All the liberties we hold so dear are at 
stake.” The following day at Oshawa he said 
(Canadian Press), “Conditions in Canada are 


getting near those in Germany when public 
men are gagged when they try to use the radio 
to broadcast their political views.” 

Many other passages in Dr. 
speeches could be cited. 

The Defence of Canada Regulations were 
proclaimed on September 3, 1939 and the radio 
censorship which is based upon them became 
effective forthwith. The Derence of Canada 
Regulations and the censorship regulations were 
tabled in the House of Commons on September 7 
on the opening day of the special war session. 
The record will be found at page 2 revised 
Hansard of the September session. 

Dr. Manion, speaking on the following day 
(page 12 Hansard) declared that this war is “a 
war for the preservation of human liberty.” Dr. 
Manion (same page) wholeheartedly supported 
the government. He said (page 14) “We are 
fighting for democracy, for liberty of person, 
liberty of speech and assembly, liberties which 
we in Canada enjoy.” He approved of what the 
goverment had done to prepare Canada for war. 

At the time Dr. Manion spoke those words 
the censorship which he now attacks was in full 
force and effect. There is not one whit less lib- 
erty in Canada today than on Sept. 7. 

The radio censorship became an issue in 
the Quebec elections. The controversy broke on 
Sept. 28 and continued until polling day, Not 
once in the Quebee campaign when the censor- 
ship regulations were being denounced daily, 
did Dr, Manion utter a syllable in criticism of 
them. 

Indeed on Dec. 16 at Montreal Dr. Manion 
addressed the Dominion Commercial Travellers’ 
association. He is quoted in the Gazette of Dec. 
18 as follows: “Today,” observed Dr. Manion 
“Canada has liberty, the liberty of sitting here 
tonight, of thinking as we like, worshipping as 
we like, printing in our newspapers what we 
like, liberties we have had so long we have 
perhaps lost a sense of their value, but if we lost 
them we would realize what they were worth.” 

From the outset there were public men in 
Canada who opposed the censorship regulations. 
Dr. Manion is not one of them. Hon. C. H. Cahan, 
Conservative member in the last parliament for 
St. Lawrence and St. George is one of them. Mr. 
Cahan denounced the censorship regulations in 
November, but he got no support from his leader 
Dr. Manion, Mr. Cahan said in November that 
vital liberties were threatened. Dr. Manion, as 
the record shows, declared more than a month 
later, that our freedom was still unimpaired. 

Dr. Manion’s discovery that the liberties of 
the people were in peril dates from the begin- 
ning of this election campaign. He is like the 
man who strayed down the street long after the 
parade had passed out of sight. “Which way did 
they go,” the man asked. “That way,” said a 
spectator, indicating the direction. “But why do 
you ask?” “Why do I ask?” the man replied. 
“Don't you know I should be at the head of the 
procession?”

Manion's 


Do you know John C, Whittier’s “The Red 
River Voyageur,” with its mental picture of the 
Red River, great unknown land of 70 years ago? 

Is it the clang of wild geese; 
Is it the Indians’ yell 
That lends to the voice of the north wind 
The tones of a far-off bell? 
The bells of the Roman Mission, 
That call from their turrets twain 
To the boatmen on the river, 
To the hunter on the plain! 

These bells at St. Boniface, opposite Winni- 
peg, are of special historic interest today because 
it is just 75 years ago (March 15, 1865) since 
they were blessed. They were not new bells 
even then. They were made by Mears, of White- 
chapel (who also created the deep tones of Big 
Ben at Westminster) in 1840. They were carried 
oversea to Hudson Bay and landed at York Fac- 
tory, and their transport down to the Red River 
(700 miles) caused the first “strike” in our North 
West. The voyageurs were used to carrying 
heavy loads, but 1,000 pounds of cast iron metal 
was too much, and when they reached Norway 
House they refused to tote the bells any further. 
There they lay until Bishop Provencher sent out 
a relief party which eventually hauled them to 
the Red River. There, in due course, they were 
placed in the tower of the first cathedral, but in 
1860 that building was burned and the three 
bells crashed to the ground. Bishop Tache went 
to England and arranged that the bells should 
be recast, and so they were shipped off from 
York Factory, their second carriage overseas. 
The old bells were made new. Instead of being 
sent back by the northern route they were sent 
to Portland, Maine, and thence to St. Paul, Minn. 
It was cheaper to send the bells back to Eng- 
land and shipped to York Factory again than to 
transport ther overland and by river to St. 
Boniface, So back they went. In 1864 they were 
again landed at York Factory, after four voyages 
across the Atlantic. 

There was no tower for them—that did not 
come until 1885—but on March 15, 1865, the bells 
were again blessed by the bishop. They had two 
godmothers and one godfather—Mary Louise 
and Florence, the twin daughters of Governor 
McTavish, and their brother, James. They now 
ring from the towers of the new St. Boniface 
cathedral, their tone, said by experts to be as 
good, if not better, than when they were made 
in Mears’ Whitechapel factory just a century ago.
